“T have been sent to Montreal to de- 
vise a means whereby the militia de- 
partment will be able to handle more 
recruits than they have been able to 
up to date. At present there are more 
than 11,000 eligible for call in this dis- 
trict; they have not been called be- 
cause the militia department has not 
been able to take them. In the mean- 
time only those who have been re- 
quested to be called by the general of- 
ficer commanding of the Montreal and 
Quebec districts have been taken.

The Secretary for Ireland has 
found it necessary to deny in the 
House of Commons that the charge 
upon which the Sinn Fein leaders 
were arrested was ‘trumped up 
by the Government for political 
purposes. The effective way to 
disprove the accusation—if it is 
not true—is to put the prisoners 
on trial and bring out. the evidence 
against them. Without that obvious 
act of justice is done it will not be 
surprising if, despite denials, the 
suspicion does not die. People na- 
turally, and very properly, start to 
think and to talk when men are 
arrested without warrant and im- 
prisoned without trial. 


A Question of Franchise. 

The application of the Hydro- 
Electric Company to be excused 
for not fulfilling their contract has 
been turned over to the city solici- 
tor, to ascertain whether the coun- 
cil has power to grant the request 
without reference to.the taxpay- 
ers. It is to be hoped his decision 
is in the negative. The question of 
extending the time and continuing 
the contract is as important as the 
question of making the contract in 
the first place. The reasons which 
made it desirable that the contract 
be submitted for the approval of 
the taxpayers make it desirable 
that the question of confirming 
the contract in disregard of the 
company’s default should also be 
submitted to their judgment. 


Modifying the Order. 

The Militia Department is pub- 
lishing advertisements to the ef- 
fect that leave of absence will be 
granted to men called up for ser- 
vice in cases where their absence 
would impose extreme hardship 
upon their families or dependents. 
This is in sharp contrast to the 
order calling up men by class, re- 
gardless of circumstances, ex- 
emption certificate or occupation, 
and correspondingly modifies the 
unnecessary severity of that order, 
It would have been better if the 
thinking that has apparently been 
done since the order was issued 
had been done before, and a course 
avoided which has imposed need- 
less hardship upon thousands of 
dependents, and which dislocated 
food production by taking men 
from the farms in the midst of 
seeding who are now being releas- 
ed on leave. 


What About the Prices? 

New regulations are promulgat- 
ed hy the food department, to the 
effect that after July 1st every 
household must use one pound of 
substitutes for each nine pounds 
of wheat flour, At a later date 
the proportion is to be made one 
pound of substitutes for each four 
pounds of wheat flour. The ef- 
fectiveness—to say nothing of the 
fairness—of the regulations will 
depend largely upon whether the 
prices of the substitute foods are 
regulated down to as nearly the 
price of flour as possible. To or- 
der people to use substitutes which 
the Government allows to be made 
artificially dear is simply to put a 
premium on the violation of the 
regulations and to make the Goy- 
ernment a party to inviting disre 
gard of its own orders, The Gov- 
ernment cannot work miracles and 
nobody expects that the price of 
imported rice meal and cornmeal 
can be cut to the price of flour 
made from home-grown wheat. 
But the Government can cut off 
ihe duty which enhances the price 
of imported foodstuffs and can 
stop profiteering in the whole list 
of substitutes. If that is done 
most people will be found willing 
to far exceed the requirements in 
the use of substitutes, even at the 


to be expected that there will be 
widespread attempts to evade the 
regulations, by trickery and false 
representations. All the more so 
as without effective regulation the 
prices of the substitutes are likely 
to go up sharply now that their 
general use is demanded by order 
of the Government. 


The Same Effect. 


By way of excusing the ex-Lib- 
eral members and Parliamentary 
supporters of the Union Govern- 
ment for their betrayal of prin- 
ciple, the Winnipeg Free Press 
says: ‘‘The ‘truce’ was quite im- 
‘plicit in the political situation— 
“there never was any formal or 
‘official engagement. It amounted 
“simply to this, that the Western 
“supporters of the Union Govern- 
“ment, recognizing that the win-

The Food Board Order of Tues- 
day is either (a) An urgent neces- 
sity because of war conditions, or 
(b) A gross imposition upon the 
people of Canada. If the conduct 
of the war requires that the coun- 
try which produces the greatest 
wheat surplus of the world must 
eat substituies for wheat, there 
must be dire danger of Allied de- 
feat because of food shortage. This 
is the only condition that would 
justify the issue of the Order that 
after July 15th all bread made in 
Canada east of Port Arthur must 
be composed of one pound of sub- 
stitute for cach two pounds of 
wheat flour. 

If it is so necessary to conserve 
what wheat we'have, it was surely 
of even greater necessity to in- 
crease the production of wheat by 
the application of labor, skill, fore- 
sight and investment to the soil at | 
the season and under the condi- 
tions when such application must 
occur if production is to result. 
Conservation is guod; the action 
of the Canada Food Board is_ the 
evidence that it is necessary. That 
being the case, what can be said 
of the Government authority-—the 
same authority that creates and 
controls the Canada Food Board— 
that went through agricultural 
Canada, and particularly the pra- 
irie west, during the seeding sea-
